of sight, so that there was no possible 
opportunity for deception. 

The circle then joined hands, Mr. 
Aber’s right hand was resting on the 
left of Mrs. Aber’s. Mr. Emerson’s left 
held Mrs. Aber’s right. A short hymn 
was sung to bind the elements for the 
test, and in one and a half minutes three 
raps were heard within the photo-pack- 
age. 

This being taken as a sign of com- 
pletion, Mr. Carpenter took the package 
from Mrs. Aber’s lap, and in company 
with Messrs. Walser, Emerson, Gifford, 
Aber, and self, proceeded directly to I, 
N. Foster's photograph gallery, where it 
was opened in a ruby light in the pre- 
sence of the entire committee and in 
plain sight of all on said plate gradually 
was developed, in clear and distinct oħt- 
lines, the picture of a young girl, with 
beautiful bead, face, and bust. This 
plate was at no time placed in a camere.

LITERARY. 

The prospectus of Funk & Waguall's 
New Dictionary of the English lan- 
guage has reached our table. It will 
supercede all thut have come under our 
observation, It will embody many new 
principles in lexicography ; and will con- 
tain nearly 2,200 pages; over 4,000 illus- 
trations made especially for this work; 
200,000 words; 70,000 more words than 
iu any other single-volume dictionary. 

The editors (over one hundred iu num- 
ber) are among the best known of Ameri- 
can and English scholars; each is an ac- 
knowledged authority in his sphere of 
learning. The dictionary, from the be- 
ginning to end, will be the work of 
scholars, and of experts iu the different 
branches of the arts and sciences and in 
different trades. Without reflecting un- 
favorably upon the work of others, we 
may be permitted to say that no diction- 
ary of any language has bad engaged 
upon it so many representative scholars. 
Among some of the distinguishing char- 
acteristics we note are: 

The etymology is placed after the defini- 
tion, Inthe defiuition of a word the most 
commou meaning is given first; that is, 
preferevce is given to the “order of 
usage” over the historical order, usually 
followed in dictionary-making. The aim 
is to remove everything that stands be- 
tween the vocabulary word and the 
meaning that will be more generally 
sought after by the average reader. The 
scientific alphabet, which has been pre- 
pared and recommended by The Ameri- 
cau Philological Association, and adopted 
by the American Spelling Reform Asso- 
ciation, is used in giving the pronuncia- 
tion of words. This departmentis under 
the direction of Prof. Fraucis A. March, 
President of the American Spelling Re- 
form Association, and who 1s recognized 
in Europe and America as one of the 
most eminent of living philologists. 

The different parts of each science are 
so treated that the student can easily 
trace the definition of all its branches, and 
have before him the full meaning of the 
science; that is, while the ternis belong- 
ing to each branch or subordinate branch 
of ascience are defined in their proper vo- 
cabulary places, the references to their 
superior and subordinate branches are 
so given that the definition of the science 
as a whole can easily be traced and when 
so collected will be found by the student 
to be a full and harmonious exposition of 
the entire science. The church terms, 
peculiar to the Roman Catholic Church, 
and to each of the Protestant denomina- 
tions, and toother Churches and religious 
organizations, are edited by a representa- 
tive of the Church or organization to 
which these words belong. The work
